SPRING ENROLLMENT

As of February 25th, 5,277 
students had enrolled for 
classes at Shelton State 
during the 1993 Spring 
semester. This is an 
increase of 226 students 
over the Fall semester enrollment at 
the same point in that term. 

The registration campus of 3,744 of 
these students was the Skyland 
Campus. The Fifteenth Street Campus 
was the registration campus of 1,168 
of the students. Other students 
registered at Centreville, at Eutaw, 
at Caracas and at the Fire College. 

3,091 of the students are part-time 
students; 2,186 are full-time. 

As of February 2 5th, the Spring 
semester enrollment has 
47,972 credit hours.
